Uncertainty surrounds property

“BOISE Gov. Cecil Andrus’ veto 
of the largest property tax cut in Idaho 
history ended one debate only to set off 
another. 

Anti-tax activist Ron Rankin is eager 
to begin. The coulition of his oppo- 
nents from two years ago is unsure 
•where it stand today or even if it needs 

to make a stand. -
